REMARKS upon the 
PREFACE, Sc. 


Sl look upon the Deſign of the Tract 
© a S nowin queſtion, to be in it ſelf, very weak 
ESL and ſimple, and of no great Signification 
nes in it ſelf; ſo I think it cannot but be a 


uſeful Piece of Service to lay it open to the World, 


that thoſe who ignorantly think otherwiſe, and 
would have it to be of ſome Importance, may be 
undeceived and better in form'd. 

Had the Chevalier, as our Author calls him, by 
this Marriage form'd an Alliance with ſome povr- 
erful Prince or ſome Potent Family, who would 
not only have been willing, but was able alſo to 
have undertaken a War in his Favour, and to 
have encourag'd and countenanc'd his Intereſt in 
Great-Britain, if he had any there or any where 
elſe, ſomething indeed conſiderable might have 
been expected; the Importance of his Match 
would have been ſuch as might have deſerv'd 
inquiring into, and the Circumſtances of his gain- 
ing his Spouſe would have deſerv'd a Hiſtory, 1 
mean in the Opinion of his own Party. 

But as the contrary is his Caſe, to an Extream, 
it cannot be amiſs to take this Occaſion te put 
the Affair ina true Light, and ſee to what mighty 
upſhot all this Matter can be brought, were all 
they ſay of it themſelves, allow d to be true.

Nor is this Princeſs more remarkable for the 


Grace of her Perſon, than She is conſiderable for 
the Greatneſs of her Family, being Grand Daugh- 
ter to the Great Sobiesky King of Poland, who ſa- 
ved Europe by raiſing the Siege of Vienna, Couſin 
German to the Emperor, and to the King of Por- 
zugal, Niece to the Electors of Treves, Bavaria and 
Palatine, and without Exception, a Conſort fit for 
any King in Chriſtendom. |

His Perſonal Bravery was Great and his Reign 
was made Glorious by his aſſiſting the Jate Em- 
peror LEOPOLD, when the Turks Beſieg'd 
Vienna, and commanding the whole Army when 
that Siege was rais'd; but it muſt be confeſs'd 
without diminution of the King of Po/and's Glo- 
Ty, that it was the Duke of Lorrain, to whoſe

Prince Fames Sobiesky, his Son, and Father to 
this Lady, either had not Merit, or not Intereſt 
ſufficient in Poland, to obtain ſo much as an Ap- 
pearance at the next Election for a King in that 
Country ; and was to his Death, a kind of Re- 
fugee in Bohemia or Sileſia, where he liv'd private-

the Dignity of his Birth and Character; ther

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all this Lady has acquir'd by her high Deſcent, 
feems to be that worſt of Misfortunes, Namely, 
to have her Birth be infinitly above her Fortune, 
nothing indeed rendering Perſons of Quality more 
contemptible, than a load of Titles with no Eſtate 
to ſupport them. 

Thus with all her Alliances, being Grand 
Child to the King of Poland, Couſin German to 
the Emperor, and Niece to three Electors, to 
which they might have added, and to the late 
Empreſs Dowager ; yet ſhe was Daughter to a 


Penſioner Prince; That is to ſay, A BEGG AR, 


her ſelf a Princeſs without a Fortune, which of 


the two, in my Opinion, is ſomething worſe. 


In this Circumſtance it is not to be wonder'd, 
that both ſhe and her whole Family, that is 
to ſay, her Father and Mother conſented at firſt 
Word to Marry her to a nominal imaginary 
Prince, or King without a Crown: Like to like. 

Nothing cou'd be more Congruous or have a 
greater Similitude to it ſelf, than a Match ſo 
Circumſtanced, a Mock-King. to a Mock-Prin- 
ceſs, either of them poſſeſſing the Names with- 
out the Subſtance, which eſtabliſhes thoſe 
Names ; without inſulting them, I may take the 
Liberty to ſay, They ſeem a Couple of Poor 
Great Folk, making a Bargain to go 4 Begging 
rogerher. I ſay a Begging, for it is no better: 
Are they not now a rent Charge upon the Catho 
Iick Church? And do they not at every new 
Acceſſion of a Pope, beg his Holineſs's Charity 
for their Subſiſtence, as Sufferers for the Catho- 
lick Cauſe. | | | 

Is this the great Alliance which the Chevalier 
has entred into ! Is this that Glorious Match for 
which this Princeſs run ſuch riſques and under- 
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to ſtep into the Dirt, an Index of her intended 
Match, the Abrigment of her Adventure, and 
an Omen upon the Iſſue of it, and of which in its 


Courſe. 


And what is ſhe more or leſs now than ſhe 
was before? As her Husband lives on Charity 
now, ſo her Father, an obfcure Prince did be- 
fore: Her great Eſtate is ſaid to be her Mo- 
ther's Jewels, and Pope's Benedictions, vaſt Ac- 
quirements! So that ſhe was neither more or 
leſs than what ſhe had before, except the aſ- 
ſum'd Employ and Title of a Queen, a Queen 
in Burleſque, as it ſeems ſhe had among her 
Playfellows when ſhe was a little Girl, and with 
as much Right and as much Advantage, as ſhe 
has it with now. Thus much for the Acquiſi- 
tions by this mighty Match.

courage his Party both at Home and Abroad. 
e But let us ſee the Policy he ſpeaks of: The 
« late King James was, ſays he, more oppreſs'd 
« by the Empire, than by any other Power in 
« the Attemptthe made to be reſtor d. 
This is ſuch an Argument as implies very 
little Policy in the Writer, for it begs the 
moſt eſſential Propoſition, and, in ſhort, is not 


true in Fact; nor does the Author make the leaſt 
attempt to prove lit, expecting we ſhould take it 
for granted; whereas on the contrary it is ap- 


parent, that all the Attempts King James made 
to be reſtor d, were Powerfully and Compleatly

Powerful Confederacy, that ever was made in this 
part of the World.

If theſe were their Hopes, if this was the po- 
litick View they had in ſeeking out a Match for 
their Chevalier, it muſt give the World a very

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Accordingly, about the beginning of the Vear 
1718. the Chevalier wrote to General Dillon, to 
find out a proper Perſon, ſuch as he might think 
ſuſficient to negociate this Affair with Prince 
James Sobiesky. The General, who had been a 
chief Adviſer of his Marriage, and this Match 
in particular, immediately made Choice of Mr.

RE MARKS.

This Account pleaſed the Chevalier extream- 
ly, who thereupon poſted, with all poſſible Ex- 


pedition, to the Place appointed; where he, 


waited with Patience, till he received the unex- 
pected and diſagreeable News of the Princels's 


Seizure; for it ſeems the Ladies took up ſo much 


time in preparing for their Journey, that the 
Engliſh Court had Intimation of it, and there- 
upon wrote very preſſigly to the Emperor, and 
ordered their Reſident to make all poſſible In- 
ſtances to prevent the further Progreſs of their 
Deſign. 

The Imperial Court being at that Time o- 
bliged to keep Meaſures with England, on Ac- 
count of the Quadruple Alliance, and the Affair 
of Sicily, made no Difficulty of granting their 


Requeſt, and Orders were diſpatch'd forthwith

This Anſwer at once determined the Emperor

Mr. Wogaz is ſent of this Meſſage, or rather 
undertakes this Enterprize , for this is all that 
looks enterpriſing in the Thing; and here two 
Things take off the Rarity of the Undertaking, 
Namely, (1,) That one Chatreaudeau, a Servant 
of the Princeſs's Mother, had intimated to him, 
that the Guard which was ſet over the Princeſs, 
was not kept ſo ſtri&, but that it might be Sur- 
priz'd or Brib'd. (2.) That at another Time, 


that ſame Man, Monſieur Chatteaudeau, inform d 


him, that upon the Chevalier's going ior Spain, 
they were grown more remiſs in their Guards at 
Inſpruck, as apprehending no Danger; and (3) 
When they came to effect it, he is pleas'd to 
ſpeak of the Guard 4 retir'd, (as he ſays it ge- 
nerally did ſince the bad Weather.) 

All theſe Things, I take to ſignify, That he 
would have the World believe, that the Germans 
keep but a very ſorry Guard over Priſoners of 
the greateſt Importance, or that they were at 
leaſt unconcern'd at her being Impriſon'd, and 
whether ſhe eſcap'd or not: And if all he can 
inſinuate here was to be allow'd, I fee nothing 
he cou'd infer from it, to the Advantage of the 
Cauſe of the Pretender ; and theretore I leave 
that part juſt where I found it, Namely, That 
ſhe Eſcap'd thro? the Negligence, or Knavery of 
the Guards that attended her ; nor does it at all 
imply that any Conſent or Contrivance was had 
in the Caſe, either of one kind or another; I 
mean in the Ferſons by whoſe Authority ſhe was 
Confin'd, which is what ſome would infer. 

But be that as it will, the Lady was prevail'd 


upon with an invincible Courage, the Door being 


open and the Guard retir'd, to venture, no Bo- 
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dy being in the way to hinder her. I ſay ſhe 
ventur'd to Eſcape, and what follow'd? The 


-Arſt Event we read of, was, that ſhe ſtep'd into 


the Dirt, which as it was litterally, fo I 
muſt own I think it has been eventally true, and 


Allegorically ſpeaking, ſhe is but ſtept into the 


Dirt, even in the whole Affair, a Match, that 
can never, humanly ſpeaking, bring her to a 
higher State of Lite, than what he ſhe is in at 
this Time; that is to ſay, a Life of Meanneſs, a 
Dependanc upon Charity, and at the Mercy of 
every Revolution of State that may happen in 
Italy; at the Death of every Pope ſhe has a new 
Intereſt to make; and as the gext Pope happens 
to be, or as his Circamſtances are, ſo ſhe may 
ſtarve or be fed: And this 1 fay is the State of 
her beſt Circumſtance, if the reſtleſs Faction, on 
which her new Spouſe pretends to rely, ſhould 
precipitate him into new Enterprizes, and ſhould 
put him upon building more Caſtles in the Air, 
the Event of that may reaſonably be expected 
to be Miſery and Blood, and perhaps his own, 
if he ſhould have Spirit enough to bring him 
within the reach of publick Juſtice, as may not 
be improbable. |

The Chevalier being fully convinc'd, that he 
could not obtain her Liberty by any Remon- 


ſtrances on his Part, reſolved to ſend Mr. Wogan 


back into Germany, to ſee if any other Method 
was practicable to procure her Enlargement; 
or if it were poſſible to effect by Stratagem, 
what he could not expect to compaſs by Power 
or Perſwaſion.

Mr. Wogan reach'd Inſpruck in December, 1718. 
where he conferr'd with Chatteaudeau, Gentleman 
to the Princeſs s Mother, by him he informed 
the Princeſs Clementina of his Arrival, and the 
Deſign of his Coming. Her Highneſs returned 
him Aſſurances, that ſhe was unalterably fixed 
to ſtand to thoſe Engagements ſhe had entered 
into with the Chevalier, to whoſe Will and Plea- 
ſure ſhe would always pay an entire Submiffion : 
But that whatever Steps might be taken on her 
behalf, muſt have the Sanction of her Father's 
Approbation, before her Mother could be brought 
to act in Concert with them; that he ſhould 
therefore firſt apply for his Conſent, which ſhe 
made no Queſtion would be eaſily obtained, and 
then Nothing ſhould be wanting on their Side to 


favour the Eſcape. Mr. Wogan was ſatisfied with 
the Reaſonableneſs of this Proceeding, aud there- 


fore reſolv'd to act accordingly; but before he 
undertook his Journey to the Prince, He and 
C:atteaudeau conſulted together, and formed the 
following Scheme. 

Chattcaudean obſerved to him, that the Guard 
was not kept ſo ſtrict, but it might be ſurprized, 


or bribed, or at the worſt, the Princeſs might 


by the Help of a Ladder or Ropes be let down 
on the Back-ſide of the Cloyſter, into a Street, 
which was not much frequented, and this Part 
of the Project he undertook. Mr. Wogan engag- 
ed, on his Side, to ſecure Two or Three Friends 


of undoubted Courage and Fidelity to ſecond the 


Attempt; for a greater Number would only be 
apt to raiſe Suſpicion, and give Umbrage of their 


Deſign; *twas tarther agreed to fix freſh Sets of 


Horſes at four different Stages, the better to 
anſwer the Expedition they propoſed to make 


into Italy.

The Princeſs being afraid to truſt any of her 
own Retinue, deſired that a proper Perſon of her 
own Sex might be found to _ her Company in 


this tedious Journey: They thought it likewiſe 
neceſſary to bring a Maid to lye in the-Princeſs's 


Bed when ſhe left it, in order to impoſe on her 


Attendants in Caſe of an Alarm, and prevent a 
ſudden Purſuit ; and laſtly, Chatteaudeaa was to 
acquaint Mr. Wogan from Time to Time with e- 
very Circumſtance that paſſed, which might ſeem 


either t) ripen or retard the Execution of this 


Scheme, by Letters directed to a Banker at Stras- 
bourgh. 


All Matters being thus folly ſettled, Mr. Wo: 
gan ſet out from Inforuck to wait on Prince James, 


to whom he made known his Inſtrudions, and 


likewiſe the Scheme concerted for the Princeſs's 
Eſcape, and that he was come on Purpoſe for 
his Conſent, which was the only Thing wanting 
to put it in Execution. The Prince received him 
very gracionſly, and with all the Readineſs ima- 
ginable granted his Requeſt. TOS 

Mr. Wogan came to Stratbourg in February, 
1719. Where he received Letters from Chatteau- 
deau, with Advice, that the Chevalier had left 
Rome ſuddenly ; which giving Grounds to a Re- 
port that he deſigned to carry off the Princeſs, 
the Guards were doubled at In/pruck; ſo that it 
would be to no purpoſe to think of making any 
farther Advances in their Deſign at that jun- 
cture.

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The Day following by Letters from Mr. Alur- 


ray, a Scotch Gentleman, employed by the Che- 


valier in ſome of his Affairs at Rome, he under- 
ſtood that the Chevalier had left that Place in 
order to embark for Spain, and, the better to 
cover his Deſign, had given out, that he was go- 


ing to meet the Princeſs, who had found Means 


for her Eſcape: That the Lords Mar and Perth 
were ftopp'd 1 by the Emperor's Troops in their 
Way from Yoghera to Genoa; that the Chevalier 
at his Departure had left Inſtructions for Mr. 


Wogan to purſue his Deſigns, and a Procuration to 


eſpouſe the Princeſs, in Caſe the Project ſucceeded. 


Mr. Wogan immediately diſpatch'd a Courier 
with this welcome News to Chatteaudeau from 
whom he learn'd in Return, how agreeable it 
was to the Princeſs. Chatteaudeau inform'd him 
likewiſe at the ſame Time, that ſince the Chevalier's 
Departure for Spain was confirmed, they were 


grown much more remiſs in their Guards at 
Inſpruct, as apprehending no Danger; and that 


it would be eafter now than ever, to execute 
what they had projected: But the Princeſs's 
Mother was fill'd with ſuch fearful Apprehen- 


' ſions by the preceding Rumours, the great 


Diſtance the Chevalier was at, and the weak 
Condition ſhe found her Daughter reduced to, 
that ſhe would by no Means hear of her going 
into Italy, and therefore it was neceſſary for him 
to procure another abſolute Order from Prince 
James, to gain her Conſent. | 
Upon this Mr. Woean writ to the Prince, to 
inform him of the Inſtructions the Chevalier, 


his Maſter had left at his Departure into Spain; 


whereby it appeared, that no Diſtance of Time 
or Place could ſhake his Conſtancy, that his going 
to a Place ſo remote would rather facilitate their

concerted for her Enlargement. Mr. Wogan had 
Two Letters in the ſame Packet, for the Prin- 

ceſſes, which ſhe likewiſe ſent to Chatteaudeas ; 
informing him at the ſame Time, that he was 
making all neceſſary Preparations for the Enter- 
prize, and ſhould be in a Readineſs to ſer forward 
as ſoon as he received. his Anſwer. | 


| General Dillon's Regiment lay then in Gar-

but that he ſhould find ſome of his Officers,

They all ſpoke French wery well, and Tool 
was Maſter of High Dutch, which prov'd of 
great Uſe; Miſſett was marryed to a Gentle wo- 
man of Jriſh Birth and Extraction, but bred in 
France; ſhe was young, had a ſprightly Turn 
of Wit, and a Converſation ſo engaging as could 
not fail to make her an acceptable Companion to 
the Princeſs. But as ſhe was on the other Hand 
timerous in her Nature, of a very tender Con- 
ſtitution, and Four Months gone with Child, 
the greateſt Difficulty was how to break ſo nice 
an Affair to her. | 

This the Husband undertook, laying before 
her the Glory of the Enterprize, with this pre- 
vailing Inducement, that he himſelt was engaged 
in it; Mr, Wogan and the Major back'd what he 
ſaid, with all that was proper to be urged on 
ſuch an Occaſion; ſhe heard them all very at- 
tentively, and after pauſing ſome Time, briskly 
roſe up and ſaid, What would ſhe not do for a 
_ and Qneen, and a Husband ſhe lov'd fo 
well 

She had a Maid call'd Jenny, a Girl of a plea- 
fant comical Humour in her Way, and one 
whom her Miſtreſs put a Confidence in, they 
reſoved to make her of the Party, and entered 
intoa Mutual and Solemn Engagement of Invi- 
olable Secrecy ; they likewiſe took into their 
Aſſociation one Mitchell, a Domeſtick of the 
Chevalier's, who was Inſtrumental in contriving 
the Lord Ni/dales's Eſcape out of the Tower of 
London, and for that Reaſon recommended to 
_ Wogan as a proper Aſſiſtant in this Af- 
alr. ove en 

They furniſhed themſelves at Strasbourg h 
with all Things neceſſary for this Expedition; 
they brought a ſtrong Travelling Coach, able " 
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ſtand the Shock of ſo great a Journey, provided 
with double Braces and Spare Tackle of all Sorts, 
in Caſe of Accidents. 

Mr. Wogan, when at Rome, was adviſed, be- 
fore he left it, to procure a Paſs from Count 
Gallaſs, the Emperor's Ambaſſador, in behalf of 
Count Cernes, a Gentleman of Flanders, who was 
removing from Loretto with his Famiiy, the 
Major and Mrs Miſſett were to perſonate the 
Count and his Lady ; Wogan was to paſs for the 
Brother, and the Princeſs for Siſter to the Coun 
teſs; and Tool, Miſſett and Mitchell were to ride 
as Domeſticks. 

Having thus diſpoſed their Parts, they ſet out 
from Strasboargh, April the 17th, 1719. after they 
had recived Advice from Chattaude au, that their 
Affair was in as promiſing a Poſture as they could 
with: But as they could not travel in the Night 
by Reaſon of the Severity of the Seaſon, which 
with continual Rain and Snow had made the 


Roads very deep and dangerous, it was the 


21ſ before they arriv'd at Kempten, a Frontier 
of Bavaria and Tirol. There they thought 
it adviſeable to ſend Miſſett and Mitchell on 
before, to apprize Chatteaudeau of their coming; 
and to let him know that they would wait at 
Nazareth, a Village within Two Ports ot Inſpruck, 
to receive farther Intelligence from him 
On the 25th they reached Nazareth, where 
Konusky met them with a Letter from Chatteau- 
dean, importing that the Princeſs's Mother de- 
ſir'd, for certain Reaſons, that they would not 


come to Inſprucł till the 27th at 8 at Night. 


There was no ayoiding this Delay, occaſioned 
by the Fondneſs of a Mother unwilling to part 
with a Child ſhe loved ſo tenderly, 


Whilſt 
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' Whilſt Mr. Wogan was taken up in writing 
an Anſwer to this Letter, Tool happen'd, as is 
common on the Road, to fall into a Familiar 
Dialogue with the Landlord, who among other 
trifling News, told him, that Xousky was a Do- 
meſtick of the Princeſſes, who were Priſoners at 
Inſpruck, which he came to know by his often 
riding Poſt that Way: Captain Tool ſeem'd to 
let this paſs with the ſame Iadifference, as he did 
the reſt of his Diſcourſe, but took opportunity 
to acquaint Mr. Vegan with it, who immedia- 
ately apprehended of what Conſequence it might 
be, if not timely prevented; and recollecting, 
that, in his Travels formerly through Germany, 
he had ſome Dealings with Sieur Canvar, a Noted 
Banker at Ausburgh, he readily bethought him- 
ſelrof a lucky Turn to this Accident; for com- 
ing up to the. Hoſt with a Letter in his Hand, 
he asked him if he knew the Sieur Canvar, he 
anſwer'd he did, upon which Mr. Wogaz de- 
fired him to direct that Letter to him in High 
Dutch, for he had met with an Opportunity of 
ſending it by a private Hand to Azsbourgh. The 


Inn-· kee per accordingly ſuperſcribed the Letter, 


which Mr. Wogan, after he had ſeal'd it, gave to 
Tool, ordering him to make much of the Fellow, 
that was going to Azsbourgh, and engage him to 
deliver it into the Banker's own Hand. Tool, by 
This means, had time enough to inform Kousky of 
all that had happen'd, which occaſion'd this blind, 
and it was as fair a Handle, under the Pretence 
of Drinking, to detain him till Night, that no 
one might take Notice what Road he went. 

Tho' Mr. Wogan gave as good a Gloſs as poſſi- 
ble, and what was molt likely to baifle all Suſpi- 
cion nevertheleſs this little Circumſtance, and 
their being ſo near r made them extreme» 
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y uneaſy, and think it a very long time to ſtay 
ti ll the 27th at that Inn; the better therefore

. Jenny, Whilſt the Performance was at ſome di- 
Wy ſtance, readily uadertook to do every thing they 


would have her; but when it came to the Puſh, 
that ſhe was to leave her Miſtreſs, and to be 
cloyſter'd up in the Room of another, her Heart 
began to fail, and to ſpirit her up, they were 
obliged to' make repeated Proteſtations, and even 
lolemaly ſwear, that ſhe need not be under the 
Teaſt Apprehenſion of Danger; that in a very lit- 
tle time ſhe ſhould have her Liberty again, and 
he then largely rewarded for the ſmall Trouble 
of do tort a Confinement : But the moſt Pow- 
erjul Motive, aud what ſcem'd at once, to fix 
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[ 29 ] 
to their Purpoſe, was a preſent of a Rich Suit 
of Damask her Miſtreſs made her. | 
As they were not to reach Inſprucł till late at 
Night all the 27th, the Miſtreſs employ'd in 
dreſſing, and adjuſting her Maid. In the Dusk 
of the Evening, they put on their Cloaks, went 


dow u Stairs, and took Coach: Tyol went before, 


to prepare a Lodging, near the Bridge of In- 
ſpruck, where they had appointed to meet Chat- 
teaudeau about Nine, deſiring him for that pur- 
poſe, to ſend a Footman to watch their coming. 

They came at the time fixed, and perceiving 
a Man muſfied up in his Cloak to follow the 
Coach, and remark where it ſtopp'd, they ſup- 
poſed he belong'd to Chattaudeau; but he not 
meeting Mogan, and Gaydan at the Bridge, ac- 
cording to Promiſe, they were for two Hours 
under fearful Apprehenſions, that the Perſon 
they ſaw, might be ſome Spy. 

It was at this time terrible Weather, it ſnow'd 
and rain'd in abundance, the Streets were dirty 
and the Night very dark, about Eleven Chat- 
teaudeau came to them, and excuſed himſelf for 
not being more exact to bis Hour, for that he 
was oblged to wait, till all the Family, except. 
ing Kougky were a Bed, and the Houſe quict. 
He acquainted them, that the Princeſs's Mother, 
in regard to the badneſs of the Weather, and 


the dark neſs of the Night, was for putting off 
their Flight till towards Morning: Mr. Vegan 
reply'd, that what her Highneſs apprebended 


as frightſul , Incogyeniences, made for their Ad- 
vantage; and that it was not conſiſtent with 
common Prudence, in an Affair of ſuch 


Importance, to let flip ſo favourable an Oppor- 


tunity. The Major added, it the Princeſs's 
Mother perſiſted to throw ſuch unſeaſonable Ob- 
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ſtacles in the way, ſhe would have it hereafter 
to reproach her ſelf, not only with the Miſcar- 
triage of ſo hopeful an Enterprize, but likewiſe 
the Loſs of fo many worthy Men, who generouſ- 
ly came a great way to give their Aſſiſtance; that 
it was no time now to deliberate, and that all 
Motherly Fondneſs ought to give way to ſo 
many Powerful Reaſons. 

Chatteaudeau was of their Opinion, and told 
them, for their Encouragement, that he had ſe- 
cured ſuch an Intereſt in the Porter, as to let a 
Woman paſs along with him, whenever he would, 
unexamined; that the Guard was retired, (as it 
generally did, ſince the bad Weather) not in the 
leaſt apprehending that the Princeſs had any 
Thoughts of an Eſcape; or that ſhe would not, 
however, take ſuch an unfit time to make it in. 

They agreed to diſpatch Matters with the 
greateſt Expedition, and reſolved, if poſſible, to 
cut ſhort the Ceremony of parting. Wogan went 
immediately for the Maid that was to be left 
in the Princeſs's Place, and gave Orders to have 


the Coach in Readineſs; as Fenny and he walk'd 


a little behind, Chatteaudeau, and Gaydon, the 
Girl, tho' they ſpoke very low) overheard them 
name the Princefs, at which ſhe was ſtartled, 
and ſtopping, ask'd if Captain Tool was ſuch a 
Madman as to expect to carry off a Princels : It 
will never do — faid ſhe——and for my part—- 
here they were again obliged to ſtop her Mouth 
with freſh Proteſtations, and ſome Pieces of 
Gold. The Major return'd to keep the Door 
of the Lodging open, and have an Fye to the 
Bridge: Mr. Wogan was plac'd by Chatteaudeau, 


at the Corner ot a Street near the Cloyſter, 
where he was to expect the Princeſs, whilſt be 


himſelf 
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himſelf convey'd Jenny in her Riding-hood, 
without any Difficulty into the Houſe. 

The Princeſs appear'd that Night, as uſually, 
to her Mother and the Counteſs Gabriel her 
Governante, but pretended a Diſorder after Sup- 
per, and ſaid ſhe would go to Bed; reſovling, if 
the Weather did not prove more favourable, and 
ſhe found herſelf no better to keep her Cham- 
ber next Day; She accordingly retired, and 


as the Counteſs and her Daughters attended 


her to her Appartment, ſhe undreſs'd immedi- 
ately and went to Bed; when they left the 
Room ſhe roſe and writ a Letter to her Mo- 
ther (as was before agreed on) to the following 
purpoſe. That after the Fngagement ſhe had enter d 
into with the Chevalier, it would be no ſmall 
Blemiſh to her Character, to defer a Moment _ 


what he thought conducive to their meeting; which, 


Was à thing he not only much deſir'd, but what he 


had found Means alſo to effect. That theſe Reaſons 


ſhe hop'd wou'd be ſufficient to excuſe her to her 


Father, and her Highneſs, and incline them both to 
give her their Bleſſing, tho" ſhe did not ask their Con- 
ſent. She thought it - neceſſary to write another to 
the Counteſs Gabriell, to deſire her not to take it 
ill, that ſhe kept her a Stranger ta an Affair, 
which ſhe could not impart to her, wit bout Breach 
of Honour, and endangering an Enterprize, the Suc- 
ceſs of which intirely depended on its Secrecy. 
After caifhing cheſe two Letters, ſhe pack'd 


up her Jewels, and took out her Hood and 


Cloak, which were both lin'd with Fur, and 
made purpoſelyYto defend her in this Journey a- 
gainſt the Severity of the Weather: As ſoon 
as ſhe perceived Chatt eaudeau was returned with 
the Maid, ſhe ſtep'd into her Mother's Cham- 
ber, to whom ſhe ſpoke in the following broken

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the Inn with the Princeſs's Things. It was now

Their parting would have been much longer, 
and more difficult, had not the Princeſs been a- 
larm'd by a Noiſe ſhe heard at the Door, which 
obliged her to go and ſee what it was, where 
ſhe found. Chatteaudeau with the Girl, who told 
her Highneſs they had no Time to ſpare; 
upon which ſhe ordered them into her Cham- 
ber, and whilſt ſhe was putting on her Tra- 


velling Dreſs, Jenny, with an Air of Freedom 
Said; Madam, you little think _ many you have 
made languiſh with an impatie 

and after taking a cloſer and more particular 


vt Deſire to ſee yon; 


View of her, 1 cant, added ſhe, but ſay you are 


4 very handſom and richly worth -the Pains they have 


talen about you. 

She then took off her Cloak, and put it a- 
bout the Princeſs's Shoulders, and whilſt ſhe was 
tying her Hood, Jenny obſerving her in Tears, 
bid her chear up, and not grieve at that Rate, 
for you fall into the Hands (ſaid ſhe) of a Man 


of Worth and Honour, and will preſently 


meet with. an agreeable ' Lady, who will be very 


careful to pleaſe you. Ihen kiſſing the Princeſs, 
The bid her Adieu. 


Jenny according to Orders was to go to Bed 


immediately, and there remain 'till ſhe was found 


out, and the Impoſture diſcover'd, and .Xousky 
had Directions to follow a little Time after to 


about 
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about Midnight when the Princeſs went out, 
conducted by Chatteaudean to the Gate, where 
he took Leave of her in the Preſence of the 


Porter, and bid her Good Night, but with a 


Voice loud enough to give Mr Megan the Sig- 


nal, who had advanced as near as he could in 
order to receive her. 

The Princeſs had the Goodneſs to excuſe her 
ſelf to Mr. Wogan for making him wait fo long, 
but conſidering. the Circumſtances he was then 
in with the Princeſs under his Care, incumber'd 
with a wet Cloak in an open Street, expoſed to 
the uncomfortable Aſſault of Rain and Snow, 
which beat with Violence againſt her; he was 
more taken up with the careful Thought of get: 
ting her Highneſs with all convenient Haſte: to 
a warm Room, than returning an Anſwer to ſo 


_ gracious a Compliment. 


Before they got to the Bridge, they were at a 
ſtand how to paſs a large dirty Kennel, Mogan 
ſeeing ſomething white in the Croſſing which he 
imagin'd to be Stones, the Hurry he was in 
made him without any further Examination direct 
her Highneſs to ſtep there, bur falling in above 
her Ancle ſhe'found his Miſtake. and that what 
he took for firm Footing, was only ſome Straw 
that was carried there by the Rain. 

Mr. Wogan was under all the Confuſion ima- 
ginable at this Accident, and going to make an 
Apology, but ſhe only laugh'd and was very 
merry upon it. | | 

At laſt they got to the Inn without being 
taken Notice of, where ſhe faluted the Com- 


pany atter a very becoming and gracious Man- 


ner; they perceived however by her Counte- 
nance the different. Paſſions of Grief and Fear 
that ſhe had been ſtruggling with, which now 
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were loſt in Joy to find herſelf at Liberty + 
Wogan told Mrs Miſſett the Diſaſter that betel 
him, and that the Princeſs was wet in her Feet, 
and ſo leaving her to take Care of her Highneſs, 
he went to get the Coach ready; but ſettingup 
ſo long they had burnt out all their Wood, 
and the Princeſs would not ſuffer any of the 
Houſe to be diſturbed. to get more; ſo that 
Mrs. Miſſett only dry'd her Feet with the Sheets, 
changed her Shoes and Stockings, and to keep 


her warm on the Road, put her Legs into Wo- 
gan and Gaydon's Muffs, and wrap'd her up in a 


dry Cloak 

*Twas the 28th of April about Two in the 
Morning when the Princeſs with! her Company 
left Inſpruck, ordering Tool to ſtay behind to 
diſcharge the Expences of the Inn, in Quality 
of Steward of the Houſhold to Count Cerneſſe, 
whoſe Paſport was not only ſcrviceable to them 
here, but all their Way thro' Germany. 

As ſoon as they had got out of the Town, 
the Major complimented her Highneſs upon her 
happy Eſcape, and this ſo ſignal an Inſtance 
which ſhe had given of her Attachment to the 
Chevalier, and of her Condeſcenſion to his Will 
in expoſing herſelf to ſo many and great Dangers 
as others could not ſo much as think of with- 
out Horror, which manifeſted ſuch a Greatneſs 
of Soul, ſuch a ſteadineſs in one who had nor 
yet accompliſh'd the Age of Seventeen, that all 
Europe muſt admire it. | 

hilſt they were upon this Subject, Too! came 

up, and with the Gaution of an old Traveller, 

deſir'd them to recollect, if in the hurry of their 

firſt ſetting out they had not forgot ſomething ; 

upon which they immediately miſs'd the Prin- 

cels's Packet, which Koxsky brought to the wow

and were all under great Confuſion that no body 
had taken dare of it; but her Highneſs withont 
being at all diſturb'd, anſwer'd very calmly, If 
that was all that was wanting, it was not of ſuch

Coach to no purpoſe, Tool return'd upon the 
Spur, and happily found it in the Place it had- 


been laid, which they look'd upon as a good Omen 
of their future Fortune; for it ſeems what her 
Hi zHneſs made ſo great a Slight of, was a very 
valnable Set of her choiceſt Jewels. 
Norwithſtanding the great Haſte and Dili- 
gence they made, they coud not get to the 
Mountain Brenner (which was only two . Poſts 
and a half) 'tih eight a Clock, by reaſon of the 
great Snow and the badneſs of the Ways; here 
they found Miſſtt and Mitchell watching for them 
at the Door of one of the Inns, where they 
ſtopt at a little to refreſh themſelves, they per- 
ceived the Princeſs was a little Heart ſick, and 
look'd very pale, but taking ſome Drops which 
Mrs. Aiſſett had about her, found herſelf much 
better. This little Diſorder in the beginning of 
ſo great a journey, ſtartled them very much, af- 
ter taking her Drops ſhe call'd for a little Wine, 


which reviv'd her ſo much, that ſhe order'd 


them to proceed on their Journey: Miſſerr and 
Mitchell had Orders to wait here Two Hours 
to intercept or prevent any Purſuit, 

There was no lefs Difficulty in coming down, 
than ia going np Mount Brenner, at the Foot 
of this Hill riſes the River Adige, along the 
Banks of which they drove in very great Danger 
of being overturn'd, had not Mr, Tool been ve- 
ry vatchful in keeping the Coach-man awake,

tho* ſhe never had closd her Eyes from the 


Time ſhe ſet out. 


Here they learn'd that the Princeſs of Baden, 
had juſt pals'd thro' in her Way to Rome, with 
a very great Ret'nue, and cou'd not be above 
Fon or Five Poits before them, which was no 
ſmall vortification, too well foreſeeing the Diffi- 
culty they wou'd lye under to get freſh Horſes, 
where they had moſt need of them, to haſten 
them out of the Emperor's Territories. 

Now M'iſert and Mitchell had join'd them, 
they found it neceſlary to change the Diſpoſi- 
tion of their March ; coming into the Territory 
of Trent, where the Tralian was much ſpoke, 


' Mitchell was order'd to go before, to prepare 


Horſes: That Tool and Miſſet ſhould ſtay be- 
hind all Day, to watch any Purſuit, but ſhon'd 
join them at Night, to be better able to oppoſe 
or relieve em, in caie any Accident ſhon'd hap- 
Pen. 
Having thus regulated their Journey, the 
Coachman which they took from Brixen, made 
as much haſte, as 1! he had been privy to the 
Neceſſity they lay under, to get out of the Em- 
peror's Resch; for this his Diligence her High- 
nef order'd that he might be well rewarded ; 
iht toon came on, and being oblig'd to take 
2p with the Horſes already quite tir'd with the 
Princeſs of Zaden, they cou'd make but a flow 
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March on't much againſt their Will. They of- 
fer d to place a Cuſhion under the Princeſs's 
Head, in hopes She might take a little Keſt. but 
She ſeem'd to take Pleaſure in nothing, ſo much 
as to inform herſelf in every thing relating to 
England, their Manners, the moſt conſiderable 
Families, the Dreis and Beauty of the Lad+cs, 
at the ſame time learning ſome Engl;ſh Words. 
Thus She diverted herſelf ail the Journey, and as 
She had a very happy Memory, She retain'd every 
thing they had told her, to every ones Admira- 
tion: She made Mr Wogan relate the Adventure 
at Preſton, (he having acted a principal Part in 
that Affair) and to tell her the Names of all 
thoſe who ſuffered upon that Occaſion, whoſe 
Misfortunes touched her very ſenſibly, but more 
particularly the Chevalier's Voyage into Scetland, 
what paſſed whilſt he was there, and the many 
Dangers he run through during the Time of 
that edventurous Expedition. . 

After this the Major entertain'd her with the 
many Sieges and Battles General Dillon's Regi- 
ment had been engaged in, particularly the Bar- 
tle of Cremona, the Pleaſure ſne took in hearing 
thoſe Martial Stories ſhewed ber to be the Ge- 
nuine Spring of the Great Sobjesky, | 

The 29th about Break of Day, they arrived 
within Eight League: of Texte where they leſt 
Tool and Miſſet, Mitchel! was ordered to go before 
to ſhew their Paſſport to the Governor, aud get 
Horſes ready. It was now that they began to 
feel the Inconveniencies of the Princeſs of Baden's 
being ſo near; their Horſes were ſo tired that 
It was with Difficulty they arrived at Twelve a 
Clock at Trent, where they flacter'd themſelves 
that they ſhould meet with no farcher Delay 
than juſt to change —_— for the Princeſs was 
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in greater Haſte to paſs this Town than any 
other. . 
But they, it ſeems, knew not the Temper of 
the Governor, for when Mitchell ſhewed him the 
Paſſport, he began, by telling him, that he was 
very much miſtaken if he had not ſeen that P:ſſnort he- 
fore in other Hands, and pulled out his Spectacles 
to examine it more narrowly, N 

When this Difficulty was removed, Mitchel 
asked him for an Order for Horſes, to which he 
anſwered very roughly, that he muſt wait till 
they could be got, for the Princeſs ot Baden bad 
emptied the Town, that it was Firſt come firſt 

ſerved, and ſo he might ſet his Heart at reſt. 

Then they ſent to him for Leave to make Uſe 
of the fame Horſes that brought them Hither, 
when they were refreſh'd ; upon which he fe)! 
into a great Paſſion, and ſcemed to make a 
mighty Favour of ſhewing his Reſentment no 
other Way than by a Refuſal. 

After this the Princeſs ſhewed more Uneaſineſs 
than ſhe did the whole Journey before ; However, 
Mitchell was ſo aQtive, that in a little Timc, he 
found Horſes for his purpoſe, but the great 
Misfortune was, he muſt firſt apply to the Go- 
vernor for Leave to make Uſe of them, which 
he granted with a great deal of Difficulty, and a 
very ill Grace, 

During this Interval, the Princeſs beginning 
to feel the Warmth of the Italian Climate, threw 
off the Muffs and furr'd Hood, which ſhe wore 
all the Way from Inſpruck; then taking a Biſ- 
cuit, and a Glaſs of Wine, ſhe got into the 
Coach, with no {ſmall Joy for leaving the Go- 
vernor's Juriſdiction, where the Time appear'd 
very tedious to her : The Coachman did his beſt 
to deſerve what they promis'd him, if he drove 
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carefully, and made Haſte, which he could not 
eaſily do by Reaſon of the Badnets of the Road. 
Betwixt Trent and Roveredo the Highway gces 
along a frightful Precipice, by the River Adige; 
here her Highneſs was under a great Concern, 
for Mrs. Miſſett, whoſe Fears might prove fatal 
to one in her Condition, and therefore took ains 
to exert a more than ordinary Cheerfulneſs, to 
give her the more Courage. They could get no 
Horſes at Roveredo, and were forc'd therefore to 
make Uſe of the ſame that bronght them thi- 
ther, to which they had engaged the Coachman 
in Caſe of a Diſappointment; here the Princeſs 
found her ſelf a little indiſpos'd, and ordered 
ſome Tea to be made, which they gave her in 
a Porringer that ſmelt of Oil; but being very 
thirſty ſhe drank it, as if it had been the beſt 
in the World. 

They left Revere do about Four in the After- 
noon, and were obliged to travel flowly to make 
their Horſes hold out; when they had gone Two 
Leagues, the Gentlemen complimented ker High- 


neſs upon having paſſed the laſt Garriſon of the 


Emperor's Dominions, and began to talk much 
of the Goodneſs of their Coach, which tiad ſtood 
the Shocks of ſo many Hills and Precipices ; but 
the Princeſs anſwered, That it was too ſoon, to ſing 
Victoria, not being as yet intirely out of Danger 
that Bologna was ſtill at ſome Diſtance, and they 
harldly had made a Stage without ſome Accident 
upon which they endeavoured to reaſon away her 
Fears and Diffidence, but whilſt they were talk- 
ing upon this Subject, the Axle-tree unluckily 
broke; and the Coach tumbled, but ſo gently 
that no Body received any Damage. | 


This Accident put them into a terrible Con- 


ſternation, and the Gentlemen ſet e

about repairing of it; but her Highneſs with 
a very compoſed Countenance ſaid, 7: fipnified 
nothing, that a little Patience would foon overcome 
all, There was a Village pretty near. to which 


Mr. Wogan conducted the Princeſs to procure 


her ſome Refreſhment, and where he likewiſe got 
Tome of the Country People to mend the Car- 
rige, o did it after ſuch a Manner that they 
were in aCond:tion to ſet forward. 

They took two of the Peaſants along with 
them, to walk on each ſide of the Coach to 
aſſiſt them in Caſe of farther Accidents, which 
they had Reaſon to apprehend, and went on 
but ſlowly ; they had ſtill Forty Miles to travel, 
before they ot out of the Emperor's T::7.19- 
ries, aud Had 10 Account of Tor Aliſſert, who 
onght to have been with them ſooner, if ſome 
Accident had not happened. 

Io have a young Princeſs, whoſe Conſtitution 
was not cut out for ſo great a Fatigne, to 
have a Lady big with Child, whoſe Conditions 
is ſubjc& to various Accidents, a bad load; a 
broken Coach, and jadcd Horſes, all theſe put 
together furniſhed Matter for a great many 
melaacholly Reflections. | 

But the Princeſs was gay and chearful, as if 
no Dilaſter had, or was likely to happen, and 
ſpirited up the others, both by her Diſcourſe and 
Example, and then laying her Head upon a 
Cuſhion, ſhe ſlept very 8 Eyes this being the 


firſt Time ſhe cloſed her Eyes ſince they left 
Taſpruck. 20 | 5 * 

They were now about half a Mile from a 
Village called Alla, where they propoſed to get 
freſh Horſes, to make the greater Haſte our of 


the Imperial Dominions, but here the Axle- tree 
unfortunately broke again; but the Coach be- 


ing 
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ing ſupported by the Two Country Fellows fell 
ſo gently, that her Highneſs did not awake, 
the Confuſion the Gentlemen were in, and the 
Darkneſs of the Night, prevented them from 
ſeeing a Plaſh of Water, in which the Princeſs's. 

Feet happened to ſlip, as they were lifting her 

out; the Coldneſs of the Water immediately 

wakened her, and then ſhe calPd out for her 

Mother, but having recollected her ſelf, ſhe- 

ſpoke to the Major, who had hold of her, and p 
ſaid, What ſay yon to this Wogan, who always finds 


ſtepping Stones to wet me, this was a little unlucky, . 0 


for I never Slept better in my Life. 

Wogan ſtaid with Mitchell and the Two Coun« 
try Fellows to contrive ſome Method of gets 
ting the Coach to the Village, to which the 
Major waited upon the Ladies, Who were oblig'd 
to walk it, and arrived there ab: ut 12 at Night; 
the Inns were all taken up by the Princcſs of 
Baden, and her Retinue, ſo that they had a great 
deal of Difficulty to find any. Lodgings, and. 
much more to get a Workman to make a new 
Axle tree, becauſe the People were all a Bed; but 
at laſt they found a Man who promiſed to have 
one ready for them by Seven in the Morning. 

They were told by this Man that there was 
a Kind of Voiture in Town, which they call'd a 
Calaſh, but this was only a fine Name that he 
gave it, for in Reality it was no more than a 
little Cart, and made juſt to hold Two People: 
Weg an repreſented to the Princeſs, how dange- 
rous it would be to make any Stay here, where- 
as if they went but Six Miles farther, to a 
Place call'd Sery, which was in the Venetian's 
Territories, ſhe would be in perfect Security, 
and that by Tool and AAiſſeti's Stay ing W 
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afraid that ſome Accident had happened to 
them. 5 


The Princeſs readily agreed to the Propoſal, 
whereupon they had nothing more to do than 


find Horſes: The Princeſs of Baden, who was 
juſt gone from that Place, had taken along with 
her all that were at the Poſt-Houſe, and it was 
to little Pnrpoſe to look for any others in the 
Town; fo that they had nothing left but to 


apply to the ſame Guide that bronght them 
from Trent, and endeavour to prevail on him, 
to let Two of his ableſt Horſes go forward 


with che Cart, and leave the other Two to 
bring on the Coach when it was mended. 


When Mitchell ſpoke of it to the Coachman, 


the Fellow anſwer d, In ſhort it was not to be 


done , without ſpoiling his Horſes, and added, that 


he could not imagine the Reaſon, why they ſhould 
hurry on Ladies at ſuch a Rate, already ſo much 
tired, without giving them ſome little Time to reſt ;; 
and that there muſt be ſomething more than ordina- 


ry that made them in ſo much Haſte ;, all which he 


ſpoke, in ſuch a croſs and ſurly manner, that 
Mitchell did not think it proper at that Time 
to preſs him any farther, twas therefore very 
neceſſary to think of other Means, both to ſtop 


the Fellow's Mouth, and gain the Point, which 


they did effeQually, by making him a feeling 


Offer, which he could not withſtand ; the Prin- 


ceſs got immediately into the Cart, taking 
Mrs. M.ſſett along with her, leaving the Two 
Geatlemen to follow a Foot, and Mitchell to take 
care of the Coach. 


The Princeſs was not long in the Cart, when 


notwithſtanding its continual uneaſy Jolting, She 


fell faſt a ſleep. but had not Travell'd ſo above 
three Miles, when her Company awoke her to 


take. 
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take Notice of a great Wall, which was the 
Barrier betwixt the Emperor's Territories, and 
thoſe. of Venice: Twas then that they Sung 
Te Deum with a chearful Heart; and here they 
met the Horſes returning, that carried the Prin- 
ceſs of Baden, which the Two Gentlemen took, 
and made Uſe of to the next Stage. 8 
On Sunday the Thirteenth of April, about 
Five a Glock in the Morning, the Princeſs arri- 
ved at Sery, and went immediately to Chappel, 
to offer God Thanks for her Eſcape aud Safety: 
The Geatlemen could find no Room in.any of the 
Inns, which were all taken up with the Princeſs 
of Baden's Attendants, who was not to ſet out 
till 8 a Clock; but meeting by Ghance a Bur- 
gels of the Town, who look'd like a good Sort 
of Man, they beg'd the Favour to know of 
him.where two Ladies. that were very much 


tired, might reſt themſelves for a while? The 


Man anſwered, that he had ſeen the Ladies L he 
ſuppoſed] at Chappel, and that his Houſe was ar 
their Service. «© \, © . 
The Gentlemen were very much pleaſed with 
this Offer, which they readily accepted, and 
carrying the Ladies thither, they met with a 
very good Reception; the Gentle woman of the 
Houſe in a very obliging Manner offered them 
ſeveral Sorts of Refreſhments, but the Princeſs 
drinking only ſome Tea, retired with Mrs. AMiſ- 
ſett to a Chamber, and lay dowa in her Cloaths, 
to take alittle Reſt. 
About Nine a Clock Too! and Mißett arrived, 
and gave the following Account of the Qccaſion 
of their ſtaying ſo long behind; that they lay 
the Night before a' few Leagues beyond Trent, be- 
lieving that in Caſe the DP ſhould be * 
| e 
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ſhe would be immediately commid to the Care of 
the Governor of that Place. | = 

That they lodged at the Poſt- Houſe, where towards 
Evening a Courrier came in from Inſpruck ; that 
Tool immediately accoſting him in High-Dutch, 
asked if he was going to Trent, the Courrier an- 
ſwered, he was; upon which Tool propoſed wo go 
along with him ; that Mr. Miſſett in the mean 
Time called for ſomething to eat, and privately mix d 
a good deal of Brandy with the Wine, in order 
to manage the honeſt German the beter ; that he 
ſat dimn with them, and at Table began to complain, 
that he was extreamly tired, having rid very hard 
with an Order, which he was carrying with all poſ- 


fable Haſte to the Governor of Trent, to ſtop a Prin- 


ceſs who had made her Eſeape from Inſpruck ; that 


hereupon they told him, it was to no purpoſe for him 


to purſue bis Journey, for that the Princeſs bad 
paſſed thro that Place that Morning, and was by 
that time, no Doubt out of the Imperial Domimons, 


and calling the Poſt-maſter to teſtify the Truth of 
what they ſaid, the Courrier was eaſily, perſwaded 
to- believe them, that they then ſat to it, and began 
to drink heartily; and Tool and Miſſett ated their 
Parts ſo well, that in a little Time the poor Ger- 
man was in ſuch a Pickle, that he was fitter to go 
ro Bed, than get a Horſesback 5 that having given 
him his Doſe, and laid him aſlesp, "twas refolv'd, that 
Tool ſhould. go before, to have Horſes ready at 
Trent, and Miſſett was to remain behind Two 
Hours longer, to take Care of the Courrier, under 
Pretence. of waiting to keep him Company when he 
awoke, that when the Time was elapſed, and Miſſett 
- ſaw that he ſtill ſlept on, he took Horſe immediate- 
ly to overtake his Companion, whom he found re- 
tarded ar Trent, by the Difficulties which the Go- 
vernor made of ordering him Horſes, that they mw 
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then to be terribly ſafraid, leaſt the Conrrier whom 
they had left dead Drunk, ſhoald ſoon come to Life, 
and overtake them at a Place where they paſſed for 
Gentlemen belonging, to the Count of Cernes, that being 
zin no ſmall Confuſion, and diſtracted what to do, 
Miſſett took it into his Head to write a Letter 
in French to the Governor, wherein he compliment- 
ed his Excellency very highly, and treated him with 
fo much Reſpect and Submiſſion, that he thereupon 
granted them an Order for Horſes, and ſo they got 
out of this Scrape; that at Alla they were much 
ſurprized to find the Coach there, but Mitchell in- 
forming them of what had happened, they ſtayed with 
him till it was ready, and 0 ſet forward to Sery. 
When Dinner was ready they thought proper 
to awake the Princeſs, who was wonderfully 
delighted to find all her Company together again 
and her Coach in good Order, and hearing of 
AMiſſett's and Tool's Adventure, ſhe immediately 
reſolv'd to move a little fartheri from her 
good Coufin the Emperor's Neighbourhood ; 
e gave the honeſt Burgeſs and his Wife 
Marks of her Generoſity, and, very handſome- 
ly gratified the Coachman, whom at parting ſhe 
charged with a Smile, to make a Lady's Compli- 
ments to the. Governor of Trent, that had not 
Time to do it herſelf as ſhe came through, for 
Reaſons that he would ſoon be inform'd of. 
Thus upon this as well as other Occaſions 
that happened, the Princeſs gave rontinual 
Proofs of her chearful Temper, Generoſity and 
Gratitude, wonderfully engaging in ſo young and 
great a Princeſs, and moſt likely to contribute 
bo the Welfare and Happneſs of thoſe about 
Jer. | |

The Stay which they made at Sery, gave the 
Horſes that carried the Princeſs of Baden, 
Time to reſt; ſo that after this they never 
ſtop'd *till they reach'd Verona; but in going 
to Chivoa, which is the firſt Garriſon Town of 


the Penetians, they were obliged to go over a 
| prodigious Precipice upon the River Adige, 


where the Road is cut in a Rock, which is an 
old Roman Work; but Mrs. Miſſett was more 
takea up with the Danger than the Curioſity 
of the Place, and difcovered ſuch Symptoms of 
Fear as they came to a rugged Steep as oblig'd 
the Princeſs to alight out of the Coach and 
walk a Foot; and here the Princeſs took great 
Delight in getting before her Company, and 
leading the Way. They arrived at Chi- 
voa before Sun-ſet, where it is eaſy to ima- 
eine with what Pleaſure the Princeſs paſt that 
Night, being the firſt Time ſhe pulled off her 
Cloaths, or changed Linnen ſince ſhe left In- 
m___ | x” xl | | 

On Aonday the firſt of May ſhe lay at Stella- 
ra, from whence ſhe ſent Mitchell to Ferrara, 
to try what Tidings he could hear of the Sieur 
ee whom Prince James promiſed to ſend to 
repreſent him at the Marriage. 

The Second of May her Highneſs ariv'd at Bo- 
j-gnia, and alighted at Hotel de Selarin, and ſome 
of the Ladies of the Town hearing that two very 
Beautiful Flandricans were there, they had a 
mighty Curioſity to ſee them, and went for 
that Purpoſe to wait on them, under pretence 
of enquiring for ſome of their Friends that liv d 
in Flanders, but the People of the Houſe told 
them, That the Ladies being very much fatigued 
with their Journey, had lain down to take their 
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This early Viſit gave the Princeſs Reaſon to 
believe, that it would be difficult for her ro re- 
main incognito in this Houſe, upon which ſhe ſent 
to inform Cardinal Origo, who was the Pope's 
Legate here, of her Arrival, and to deſire the 
Favour of him to provide proper Lodgings for her. 

Mr. Wogan was the Perſon charged with this 
Meſſage, who to prevent being known by the 
Servants, wrote a Letter to his Eminence, 
wherein he deſired a particular Audience in 


Favour of the Princeſs Clement ina Sobzesky 2 Up- 


which he was immediately conducted to the good 
old Prelate, who was equally ſtruck. with Sur- 


prize and Diffidence, when Wogan told him that 
the Princeſs was in Town, and was forced to 


confirm the Truth of it, with repeated Prote- 
ſtations, and to give a ſhort Account of the 
Eſcape, before he could believe him. 

Then the old Man took him in his Arms, and 
embraced him; charging him to preſent his moſt 
humble Reſpects to her Highneſs, and to aſſure 
her, that ſhe was now in the utmoſt Safety : That 
he would provide Lodgings as ſhe deſired ; but 
was extremely concerned at her Reſolution, of 
continuing incognit o, becauſe it prevented his 
paying her thoſe Publick Honours, which he 
ought and would be proud of doing. 

The Princeſs was pleas'd with the Anſwer, 
which Mr. Wogan brought, but as much diſſatis- 
fied on the other hand, with Mitchell's unſuc- 
ceſsful Journey, who returned from Ferrara, 
without being able to give any account of Sieur 
8 for whom ſhe was under no {mall Concern, 
but was reſolv'd however to diſpatch Mitchell, 
that Night to Rome, to give Mr. Murray an ac- 
.connt of her Arrival, with whom the Chevalier had 
left full Powers at his going into Spain to ra- 
r | e N rity

tify the Marriage. She fent him Inſtfuctions at 
the ſame time, to inform the Pope of her Ar- 
rival, and of the great Sätisfactiop and intire 
peace of Mind, which ſhe enjoy'd, ſince ſhe had 
the Happineſs of coming under his Holineſv's 
Protection. | | 
The 3d. of May her Highneſs removed to the 
Lodgings that were prepared for her by the 
Legate, who ſent the Day following, to deſire 
leave to pay her aViſit, in a manner ſuitahle to her 
Privacy, which was granted; when it was dark 
he came a foot to a Place, where Mr, Wogar 
was ſent to receive him, by whom he was in- 
troduced to the Princeſs. | 

And here it was a moving Scene, to obſerve 
the Joy, the Admiration and Reſpe& which ap- 

eared in the good old Man's Countenance when 
he beheld her Highneſs} and in his whole 
Converſation with her: She was ſo good, as to 
entertain him with a Hiſtory of her Flight, and 
preſented the Lady and the Gentlemen to him, 
who were her Aſliſtants; to whom his Eminen- 
cy ſaid a great many very obliging things. 

Then he began to diſplay the Chevalier's 
Character, and Praiſe, and particular ly that 
Greatneſs of Soul, with which he bore all his Mis 
tortunes, and his Intrepidity in expoſing his Per- 
ſon to the greateſt Dangers both by Sca and 
Land: After this he touch'd upon the Goodneſs 
of her own Conduct De; made a great many 
excellent and nfeful Reflections; how happy that 
Nation muſt be, that ſhbuld be governed by 
Princeſſes brought up in the School of Adyerſi- 
ty and Patience. | | 

Then he took his Leave, by giving her all the 
Aſſurances imaginable of his Services ; aud could 
not help entertaining thoſe, who reconduted 
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him with the Remarks. he had made upon her 
Highneſs, $, which were very much to her Advan- 
tage. The next Day the Lega ate, ſent her a 
Preſent. of a Toylet, Artificial Floyers, and, 0- 
ther little things of that Kind, with an Offer, 
of a Box at the Opera, where ſhe. might appear: 
without being known: He likewiſe ſent an 
Officer, to attend and ſhew. her the. Curioſities, 
of the Town, in order to divert Aa "till *

Morning for that purpoſe. 

She then told. him her. Deſign of going to 
Rome, when the Ceremony was over; the Car- 
dinal Legate aſſured her, that every thing ſhould 
be prepared as ſhe deſired; and repeated his 
former Offers of Service, for which her Highneſs 
returned him a great many Thanks; as alſo for 
the particular Affection and Eſteem, which he had 
expreſled for the Chevalier's Perſon and Intereſt. 

The Ninth of May the Princeſs aroſe pretty 
early, and went toChurch with Mrs. Aiſſett, where 
they began the Duty of the Day by receiving the 
Holy Communion. % 7, AIR 

The Expreſs diſpatched to Ferrara returned, 
without being able to give any particular Ac- 
count the Sieur Coualsky, upon which it was 

thought proper to invite the Marquiſs of Monti 
Boulorois, to aſſiſt at the Celebration of the 
Marriage, by repreſenting. the Part of Prince 
Fames. This Noble Man was a Perſon of the 
firſt Quality in the Country, and one who had 
$ upon all Occaſions given great Marks of his

1 her Highneſs for hers, which ſhe gave with a 
1484-1 Grace not to be expreſs'd, upon which ſhe re- 
1 ceived the Nuptial Bleſſing, and the Ring left 
11 by the Chevalier for that Purpoſe. "ae 
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The ſame Day the Princeſs ſet out for Rome, 
where ſhe was received with all the Demonſtra- 


tions of Eſteem and Affection, that could be ex- 


pected from ſo great and worthy a Pontiff. 


Our Pamphleteer has now brought the Lady 
to Bolognia in her way to Rome, where ſhe ſends 
to Cardinal Origo, who is call'd Cardinal Legate, 
to Notify her Arrival; this is indeed putting a
